OF ACCEPTING U.S. PROPOSAL 


Reply Protests Against Reproach For Illegalities 


and Inhumanities, and Denies in Sinking. Ships, 
German Submarines Purposely Destroyed Life 


. Boats or Passengers. No Word From Wash' 


ington Until Official Text Arrives Tomorrow. 


IT MAY MEAN PEACE IS A LONG WAY OFF 


(By United Press) 


London, Oct. 21.—Germany today definitely 


announced that the kaiser had been shorn of his 
power to declare war, and declared that German 
submarine commanders had been ordered to1 stop 
torpedoing passenger ships, in her reply to Presi- 
dent Wilsorfs note. 


In agreeing that the terms of an armistice, 


should be fixed by the military advisors, the Ger- 
man note stated that the present standard of-power 
"of both sides," should be safeguarded. 


There was no definite acceptance of Wilson's 


statement that the terms should be fixed by the 
military advisors of the United States and the al- 
lies. The text apparently left open the possibility 
of Germany claiming that the military advisors of 
Germany as well as the allies, should participate in 
fixing the terms of the armistice.

Berlin, Oct. 21.—The German repljf was hand- 


ed by the German government last night to the 
Swiss legation in Berlin for transmission to the 
"United States. The note begins with the follow- 
ing:^

"In accepting the proposal for the evacuation 


of occupied territory, the Germans government 
started from the assumption that the procedure for 
this evacuation on the conditions of the armistice, 
should be left to the judgment of the military ad- 
visors and that the actual standard of power with 
both sides of the field held, should form the basis 
of arrangement safeguarding and guaranteeing 
this standard." 


With reference to the responsibility of the ex- 


isting government, the note says:

' "The leaders of the great parties of the reicht 


stag are membeYs of this government. 


"In the future no government can take-office 


or continue in office without possessing the confi- 
dence of a majority of the reichstag. 
- 
"The responsibility of the chancellor iof the 


empire to the representatives of the people is being 
legally developed and safeguarded. 
TTie first act 


of the new government has been to lay before the- 
reichstag a bill to alter the constitution of the' em- 
pire* so that/consent of the representatives of the 
people is required as to war arid peace."
